Supsrion Court.—The business of 
the Court yesterday was occupied en- 
tirely in the trial of the three colored 


men, charged with burglary in entering 
the store house of Mr. Hicks, about 
four miles from this city, on the Holle- 
man road, a full account of which was 
published in the NEws at the time of 
the outrage. 

The evidence elicited so far is sub- 
stantially the same as that given before 
tue Magistrate's Court, with the excep- 
tion of that of Mr. Hicks, who was on 
the stand over an hour, Mr. Hicks 
testified that he was aroused at about 
11 or 12 o’clock by a knock at the store 
door, (le was sleeping in the back room 
of the store.) Upon opening the 
door, three colored men came 
in, and one called for four pounds 
of meat; while he was in the act 
of cutting the meat, he was knocked 
down and became insensible. This was 
on Saturday night. He did not return 
to consciousness till Monday at 12 
o’clock and the, first persons he saw, 
after he knew anything, was Sheriff 
Lee, Mayor Whitaker and the reporter 
of the Daily Nerws, who were stan- 
ding around his bedside. He was not 
positive but thought the prisoner,Simp- 
son Mordecai, was one of the three that 
entered the room. The other portion 
of his evidence was fully corroborated 
by that of other witnesses given at the 
Magistrate’s Court. The case is one of 
much interest «nd the very best legal 
talent of the city is represented pro 
and con, Messrs. Cox and A. M. Lewis 
for the Scate, and Messrs. Edwards,T. P.

Secretary Fish on Emancipalion in 
Spanish Colonies. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—On the 29th 
of October last Secretary Fish, in ad- 
dressing an elaborate letter to Minister 
Sickles, alluded to the tact that the 
Ministry of Spain had given assurance 
to the public, through their organs of 
the press, and had confirmed the assur- 
ance to General Sickles persouaily, ol 
their intention to put into operatiin a 
series of extensive reforms, eubraciu 
among them soma of those which thes 
Government has been earnest in urgip. 
upon their consideration, in relation to 
the Colonies, which are our bear neigh- 
bors. ‘The Spanish Government, partly at 
our instance,passed an act providing tor \ 
gradual emancipation of slaves in the 
West India colonies. This law, so far 
as the State Department is aware, re- 
mains uncxecuted, and it is feared the 
receutly issued regulations protessed- 
ly for its execution, are wholly in. 
adequate to any practical results in 
favor of emancipation, if they be not 
really in the interest of the slavelulder, 
and of ihe continuance of the institution 
of slavery. While the United States 
fully acknowledged their obligation to 
the general rule which requires the ad- 
ministration to abstain from interference 
in domestic concerns of others, circum 
stances Warrant partial exceptions to 
this rule. In the support of which the 
Secretary enters into an argument and 
says: “All who countenance lukewarm- 
ness or neglect in carrying emancipation 
into eflect, must more or less be 
liable to tue change of duplicity or 
bad faith, a change whici every man of 
honerin high station ought to endeav 
orto avoid.”

THE VERDICT. 


As soon as the jury retired (at 8:10 P. 
M.) for consultation, so general was the 
anticipation of a long deliberation that 
nearly all the spectators at once lett the 
court room in a body, until scarcely 
more than forty persons, including the 
1eporters, remained to wait for the ver- 
dict. The prisoner and his male friends 
and relatives retired to the adjoining 
court room, in which Stokes had been 
accustomed to take his meals, and then 
the bustle and stir of settling down to 
wait was heard. Judge Boardman had 
cone to take his lunch, and it was ru- 
inored that the counsel on both sides 
had accompanied him. Half whispered 
conversations sprang up all over the 
room, und comments on the case were 
made, and the merits and fairness of 
the arguments and the charge were free. 
ly discussed. The commun, absorbing 
topic, however, was tbe result of the 
solemn conference at that moment hold- 
ing in the upper room, where the jury, 
under lock and key, were painiully de- 
termining the question of life or death. 
Stokes, himseif, as he walked to and fro 
in the room, appeared sanguine in re- 
card to the result, and it is reported 
that this feeling existed so strong among 
his friends as well, that his cousin, 
Henry Stokes,,had a bail bond made 
out balf an hour before the return of 
the jury, ready to be signed at once in 
case the jury, as it seemed probable, 
should disagree, 

The nervousness which Stolces has 
allalong displayed, and particularly 
while waiting for the verdict on the 
other trial, has completely vanished 
now. and he stepped about the room 
even smiling as he met his friends and 
received their words of encouragement 
and the sympathetic grasp of their 
hands. He smoked almost constantly, 
and was watched affectionately by his 
young brother Horace, who exhibited 
much more anxiety than Stokes himself. 
At945 P.M. be partook of a light 
supper of oysters. At 10 P. M. the 
jury,came down into the chumber room, 
where a really sumptuous repast had 
been prepared, and spent 20 minutes 
over the meal, after which they again 
retiied, 

Meantime in the court room the 
ladies connected with the family of 
Stokes, all of whom appeared to belong 
to the higher rank of society, were sor- 
ruwtul pictures of anxiety and dread, 
and their glances wandered continually 
to theclerk, and were turned impatient- 
ly toward the door through which the 
jury would pass to their seats. 

At 11:10 P. M. there was suddenly 
observable in the court room that pre- 
liminary start and bustle and confused 
hum of expectation which is always 
noticeable when a startling event is ex- 
nected. Fvery eye was struck by the 
unexpected appearance of Mr. Sparks, 
the clerk, who came hastily in from 
ap inner room, followed by the officers 
ot the court. The latter at once began 
to push aside chairs and make a pas- 
sage way for the jury. Then all knew 


that the moment was at hand. The 
word was passed to Stokes, and te 


camein slowly, swinging his hat me- 


chanically, and wearing that tired, 


jaded look whieh has become habitua! 


with him. Still, mo visible sign of 


purturbation appeared on his face, and 
he took his seat calmly with friends 


His father 
and mother were mercifully absent, but 


his usually quiet sister sat close by him, 
watching with terrible eagerness the 
open door, Through it the jury, at 
11:15 P. BML, silently passed, tollowed 
by the venerable Judge Boardman. 
Only one of the twelve turned his eyes 
upon the prisoner as he passed in. All 
the rest studiously averted their faces 
until called upon by the clerk.

Then came the sharp, clear, impassive 
voice of the clerk, as he uttered the 
preliminary formula : 

Pris- 
oner, stand up. Gentlemen of the jury, 
look upon the prisoner. Prisoner, look 
upon the jury. What say you gentle- 
men of the jury? Do you find the 
prisoner at the bar, Edward 8. Stokes, 
guilty or not guilty ?” 

Foreman—Guilty of murder in the 
first degree ! 

The words were followed by a loud 
scream—almost a waul-—from the sister 


of Stokes, who fell torward in a torrent | 


of weeping on the shoulder of her 
brother. Horace cried convulsively,and 
crowded about him, terribly affected, 
but unable to assuage his terrible disap- 
pointment. He bore the ordeal, how- 
ever, With tolerable calmness, consider- 


ing the moment and all it meant to him. | 


At the request of Mr. Townsend >the 
jury was polled, and each one separate- 
ly recorded his verdict. 


COTRT ROOM EPISODES, 


Stokes then broke silence for the first 
time, as he turned on Mr, Beach, and 
said deliberately but with intense feel 
ing: **Well, Mr. Beach, I must say you 
have done your work well; I hope you 
have been well paid for it.” Then 
Stokes sat down. Mr. Beach did not 
reply; but his face was turned away 
from the prisoner, 

Mr. Fellows, the acting District Attor- 
ney, rose, and addressing the Judze, 


asked that sentenced be passed upon the | 


prisoner at the bar. 

As Mr. Fellows sat down, Lytaan Tres 
main, who had been sitting by a table 
with his head bowed in his hand, said: 
“Your Honor, I hope you will not think 
it necessary to pass sentence at this late 
hour of the night. Would it not be 
better to wait till Monday morning?” 

Judge Boardman—I see no absolute 
necessity for passing septence to-night, 
and I see no impropricty in acting oo 
the counsei’s suggestion. I will there- 
fore defer sentence until Monday morn- 
ing. 

District Attorney Fellows then ad- 
dressed the court in an explanatory 
manner, and stated that Messrs. Beach 
and Fullerton had not been employed

Stokes (rising suddenly and inter- 
rupting)—Mr. Fellows, staie that 
they were hired by Jay Gould. Piease 
state that. 

The interruption caused great excite- 
ment in court, and when it had been 
allayed, Mr. Fellows resumed _ his ad- 
dress, stating that he was glad to retire 
from an office where for three years he 
had been accustomed to witness such 
ecenes of suffering and sorrow as he 
had witnessed to-night. The court then 
discharged the jury with thanks for 
their attendance and for the courtesy 
they had shown him during the progress 
of the trial. Then the audience began 
to move, and Stokes, who showed a firm 
manner, conversed with the sobbing 
ladies and his friends. Again as Stokes 
stood up to leave the court he spoke 
bitterly to Mr. Beach. 

‘‘Mr. Beach, you should be well sat- 
isfted with your work, and 1 hope you 
are satisfied, for you did it well.” 

Mr. Beach (excitedly)—No. Mr. 
Stokes, I am not. satisfied with my 
work. 


Then Stokes’ friends gathered around 


him and got between him and 


Bench, as it was feared that a collision | 


might take place. Mr. Tremain got up 
to leave the court with Stokes; as he did 
one of the jurors, a small, dark featured 
man, with ahigh hat, leaned forward 
over the jurysbox and said to Mr. Tre- 
main: “Well, Mr. Tremain, I hope 
that you do not feel any way bad 
against us, as we tried to do our duty. 
I am sure you did yours, and worked as 
hard for Stokes as if he was your own 
son.”’ 

Mr. Tremain—I kave nothing to say, 
but how did you stand on the jury ? 

Juryman—Well, I do not think I 
have any right to state that, sir. 

District Attoaney Fellows—Oh, there 
is no harm; now it is all over, you may 
speak your mind. 

Jurymen—Well, we stood, going out, 
ten for conviction and two for acquit- 
tal. 

Mr. Dos Passos (one of Stoke’s coun- 
sel)—Yes, and those two gave in like 
cravens and cowards. 

Stokes (to the jurymen) —~Why, you 
don’t mean to tell me, as honest men, 
that any of you believed in the testimo- 
ny of that scoundrel Hart? Why, I 
am sure there is not one man of the 
twelve believed in his heart what he 
said or did. I know how itis. Every 
one has been humbugged by false and 
perjured testimony, bought and paid 
for. That is the truth so help me God, 
at this solemn moment. 

Here District-Attorney Fellows came 
forward and said: “Ed.,I hope you 
have no hard feelings against me; I did 
only my duty, and did not try to ex- 
ceed it, as God made me.” Mr. Fel- 
lows was weeping at this moment, and 
every person in Court was crushing and 
pushing right and left. Col. Fellows, 
as he made his last remark, offered his 
hand to Stokes who refused it 7 
said: 

“All right, Fellows, I hear all you 
say, and Isuppose you think ite all 
right; buta verdict given on perjured 
testimory is a villainy that no one will 
countenavce—-bever, so long as the 
world stands. 

Here the court was cleared by the 
policemen, who behaved as if they 
were 1n a riot, and passage having been 
made, Stokes walked out of the court In 
arm with Mr, Tremain, and followed 
by the sobbing ladies, who clustered 
around him and held his bands as if 
they never would let go of him. 

Stokes was then taken to his cell io 
the Tombs by Deputy Sheriff Shields, 
and the scenes of the second trial were 
concluded.
